Heikal Sees Russia Issuing 
Ultimatum to End Deadlock 


CAIRO, March 26 (APL — The 
usually well-informed editor of 
the newspaper AI-Ahram hinted 
today that the Soviet Union may 
Issue an ultimatum to break the 
deadlock in current Middle East 
efforts. 

Mohammed Hassanein Heikal. 
who w as information minister 
under Nasser and who maintains 
dess contacts with Egyptian lead- 
ers, indicated that the Soviet 
Union is now considering the most 
advantageous opportunity for 
making such a move. 

Cairo's current political and 
military policies, corned out In 
close consultation with Moscow, 
ure bunding up to a carefully 
J ire pared climax along this line, 
Mr. Heikal Implied in his weekly 
editorial. 

Air. Eeikal's report came as 
President Anwar Sadat wound 
up a week of meetings with Egyp- 
tian armed forces commanders 
and governors of the country’s 
provinces, who have Just been 
given the femir of tnwnming mili- 
tary control in wartime. 

. At the same time, AI-Ahram 
disclosed a comprehensive over- 
haul of the air defense system 
protecting Cairo.

Mr, Heikal, echoing earlier 
statements by Egyptian officials, 
said a new war with Israel to 
liberate the occupied territories 
was "inevitable.'’ and would be 
“Ions', vicious and complicated.” 

His editorial dealt at length 
with the Soviet Union's role in 
the Middle East conflict, which 
he said has been criticized by 
same Arab leaders impatient with 
Russia's failure to adopt more

Mr. Heikal, who hn« menti oned 
the 1956 Soviet ultimatum in his 
last four editorials, said that a 
more active Soviet stance is being 
precipitated by the Egyptians. 

In 1956, during the Prancc- 
Englisb-IsraeJl attack on Egypt, 
the Soviet Union proposed that 
the United States join it in faking 


“decisive measures” to end the 
conflict. It also threatened to send 
Soviet "volunteers” to the area. 

Mr. Heikal said the policy of 
the late President Nasser— pur- 
sued by his successors — places 
priority on “setting the stage and 
preparing suitable circumstances 
for a decisive Soviet role reminis- 
cent of 1956.” 

One prerequisite for this, Mr. 
Heikal said, is providing Moscow 
with an Internationally recognized, 
legitimate basis for intervention. 

He cited the 1956 ultimatum as 
saying, “the Soviet Union reserves 
the right of adopting appropriate 
measures to Implement United 
Nations resolutions” on withdraw- 
ing British, French and Israeli 
forces from Egyptian territory. 

Mr. Heikal did not specify what 
the purpose of a new Soviet 
ultimatum would be. However, he 
has recently been insisting on the 
necessity of “neutralizing” the 
United States in any future 
Egyptian-Israell war.

VATICAN CITY. March 26 
(UPU.— The Vatican said to- 
day that it has relaxed laws gov- 
erning religious communities so 
that nuns may make their con- 
fessions to any priest they choose. 

Even cloistered nuns, who nor- 
mally do not leave their con- 
vents, may leave to visit a church 
and make their confessions, ac- 
cording to a new decree by the 
Vatican Congregation for the 
Religious. 

The decree was dated Dec. 8. 
1970, but was made public today. 
The change is part of a general 
and continuing revision of canon 
law. 

“All women, religious and nov- 
ices, in order that they may have 
proper liberty, may m a k e their 
confession validly and licitly to 
any priest approved for hearing 
confessions in the locality. For 
this, no special jurisdiction or 
designation is henceforth re- 
quired," ,the decree states. It 
said that special confessors still 
may be appointed for comm uni - 
ties of monks and nuns but that 
those special confessors need not 
be used.

Letter to Reds On Way Out in U.S. Industry 


Note to Embassy 
On Russian Camping

WAS HINGTON, March 26 
iNYTJ. — Files stolen from the 
FBI disclose that copies of letters 
m a ile d to t he Soviet Embassy 
here by persons who wish to visit 
the Soviet Union can tind their 
way into FBI dossiers. 

That was what happened to 
Thomas E. Ingerson, 32 a Boy- 
Scout leader in Moscow, Idaho, 
who plans to lead Ids six-boy 
troop of Explorer Scouts on a 
camping tour of Russia this sum- 
mer. 

On Nov. 4 he wrote a letter 
to the Russian Embassy, saying 
that his troop wished to visit 
camps of Russian Pioneer and 
Komsomol youth groups. His 
letter contained nothing more 
subversive than the remark that 
bis troop would not “travel like 
bourgeois tourists ” 

But documents that were stolen 
on March S from the FBI office 
in Media. Pa., and that have been 
widely distributed by the thieves, 
who call themselves the Citizens 
Commission to Investigate the 
FBI. include a copy of Mr. Inger- 
son's letter. 

Travel Service Had Xt 
Asked by telephone how his 
letter might have found its way 
into the files of a small FBI 
office outside Philadelphia, Mr. 
Ingerson replied that he has no 
idea. He did say that the Russian 
Embassy had not answered his 
letter but had forwarded It to 
a Philadelphia travel agency, the 
Astro Travel Service. 

Astro replied for the Russians 
in a letter dated Nor. 30, saying 
that it handles travel inquiries 
for the Soviet Embassy, Mr. 
Ingerson said. 

Reached at his Philadelphia of- 
fice by telephone, the owner of 
the Astro Travel Service. William 
Nezowy. said the Soviet Embassy 
sends his agency "a considerable 
number," of the travel inquiries 
that it receives from Americans. 
He said he handled about 700 
of these last year, together with 
similar letters from UJS. citizens 
to the embassies of Hungary, 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. 

Mr. Nezowy said he had no 
idea how a letter referred bom 
the Russian Embassy to his 
agency might have reached the 
files of the FBI office in Media. 
Asked if he or any of his live 
employees could be feeding copies 
of letters to the FBI, he said: 
“God. no!” 

Mr. Ingerson. an associate 
professor of physics at the Uni- 
versity of Idaho, said that he 
had not been reached by the 
FBI or anyone other than the 
Astro Travel Service about his 
letter. When told that a copy 
of his letter had been pilfered 
from FBI files, he exclaimed: “My 
purpose in writing that letter 
was utterly innocent.” He said 
that he was “an apolitical per- 
son." 

In Chester. Pa. Muhammad 
Kenya tta, a black militant leader 
who was mentioned in some of 
the stolen documents, said that 
he received “considerably more 
information” thou had been pub- 
lished so fax in a packet sent 
to him by the self-styled Citizens 
Commission. 

He said that he received copies 
of all of the documents that were 
sent to The New York Times, 
The Washington Post and some 
members of Congress, plus con- 
siderably more. 

Mr. Kenyatta said that the 
distribution appeared to have 
been substantially wider than 
this. He said that before the story 
broke in the dally press, several 
underground newspapers bad 
published some of the material 
contained in the packet that he 
received. He added that he did 
not know who the Citizen Com- 
mission members were.

“Superior styling will continue 
to be a major factor in car sales, 
but our customers are Increasingly 
interested in reliability, safety, 
utility and economy more than in 
styling novelty" board chairman 
Henry Ford 2d and president Lee 
A. Xacocca said in a letter to 
stockholders. 

“In future years, we plan to 
change the design of our North 
American products less frequently 
and less extensively.” 

Other auto makers, also pres- 
sured by TmtnnMng costs, increas- 
ingly stringent safety regulations 
and rising consumer sophistica- 
tion, have been seeking to de- 
emphasize styling changes. 

When General Motors Corp. 
unveiled its subcompact Vega last 
year, it advertised that the car 
would look the same in 1975 as 
it did in 1970.

Progress Is Seen 
On Cooperation 
In Anti-Pollution 

PARIS, March 26 (UPI).— Of- 
ficials of the world's leading in- 
dustrial" nations said today that 
progress is being made on setting 
up an “early warning system" to 
coordinate action against pollu- 
tion of the environmsit. 

Christian Herter Jr„ the UH. 
Department of State's special, as- 
sistant for environmental affairs, 
said at a press conference that 
he hoped the system would go 
into operation this year among 
the 22 members of th« Organiza- 
tion for Economic Cooperation 
and Development. 

Mr. Herter, chairman of the 
OECD's environment committee, 
said the procedure would be 
voluntary. As an example of the 
sort of complication It was de- 
signed to avoid he cited the UJ5. 
ban on some uses of DDT that 
had International repercussions 
or its sudden decision to ban the 
use of cydamates In soft drinks. 

He also cited Sweden, which 
banned the impart of harmone- 
fed beef — a decision made with- 
out giving other countries “a 
chance to find out the scientific 
basis of this decision and act ac- 
cordingly;" 

Jaguar Reports 
‘Clean 9 Engine 

PALM SPRINGS. Calif., March 
26 (WF).— In the most optimistic 
statement on automobile-caused 
air pollution to date by a vehicle 
manufacturer, a Jaguar engineer 
said yesterday “we think we 
have got the answer” to meeting 
1975 and 1976 pollution standards 
in the United States. 

Harry Mundy, executive director 
and assistant chief engineer of 
the British Ley land Motor Corp. 
unit, told newsmen here that a 
new V-12M engine it is introduc- 
ing next month “fully meets 1972 
standards" and with minor modi- 
fications is capable of meeting 
1974 requirements. 

He said that either a thermal 
reactor or a chemical catalyst un- 
der development at Jaguar 
research, or perhaps a combina- 
tion, can do the job. 

Bomb Hoax Detours 
GI Plane to Ireland 

SHANNON. Ireland. March 26 
CAP;. — An airliner with 219 UJS. 
Army personnel and dependents 
aboard made an emergency land- 
ing at Shannon Airport early to- 
day because of a bomb scare. 

The plane, a DC-8 of Overseas 
National Airlines, was over the 
Atlantic 3C0 miles west of Ireland 
when a radio message from U.S. 
Air Force headquarters in West 
Germany called it back. 

The message said that an anon- 
ymous phone call had warned 
that a bomb was aboard timed 
to go Off at 0200 GMT. But no 
bomb was found when the plane 
was searched.

T think, like every- 
thing else, there are chan ges oc- 
curring which may switch the 
emphasis in model changes." 

Mr. Healy suggested that while 
the modri change may be around 
for some time, it may be confined 
largely to reworking the sheet 
metal rather than redesigning 
whole cars. 

Chrysler Corp- reportedly has 
cut back heavily on its tooling 
orders for 1972 models as part of 
an announced cutback in capital 
investment. Its president, John 
Rlccardo, says the firm plans to 
cut down on the number of dif- 
ferent models and options al- 
though no plans have been an- 
nounced to cut back on model 
changes. 

Another factor Is foreign com- 
petition. Most foreign models are 
revised infrequently and only 
when major engineering changes 
are made. The design of the 
Volkswagen, for instance, has re- 
mained basically unchanged for 35 
years. 

U.S. Expert Sees 
Seas Imperiled 
By Technology 

LA JOLLA, Caiif„ March 28 
(AP), — The director of the 
Scripps Institution of Ocean- 
ography says that man-made 
changes of the environment 
threaten the world’s oceans and 
warns that Egypt's Aswan Dam 
may turn the Mediterranean into 
a Dead Sea. 

T am greatly concerned by the 
possible effect of the Aswan Dam 
on the Mediterranean Sea as the 
River Nile no longer will be a 
major source of nutrient for the 
sea,” Dr. William A. Nierenberg 
said yesterday. 

The Mediterranean needs nu- 
trients to keep Its marine com- 
munity alive, he explained, and 
the dam has reduced them to 
the point that the fish popula- 
tion may be decimated. 

Work to divert the flow of 
three Siberian rivers for irriga- 
tion purposes in the Soviet Union 
“could permanently alter" the 
weather in the Arctic regions and 
elsewhere in the world, he said 
in an interview.

The Interests of the United states, of Is- 
rael and of world peace will be well served 
If Secretary of State Rogers'S extraordinary 
meeting with the Sedate Thursday prompts 
critics of State Department policy oh the 
Middle East to re-examine their own pre- 
mises. 

Senator Javits. for example, has charged 
that Secretary of state Rogers Is indulging 
In Irrelevant 19th-century diplomacy In 
thinking that Israel's security could be 
guaranteed by the great powers rather than 
by defensible geographical boundaries. It 
Is Mr. Javits. however, who Ignores modern 
realities in suggesting that geography can 
be equated with security in the nuclear-mis- 
sile age. Peace— not territory— Is the primary 
requirement, as David Ben-Gurlon, Israel’s 
first premier, has observed. 

No amount of territorial acquisition could 
secure Israel's vulnerable cities and indus- 
tries against the long-range missiles which 
may sooner or later fly in the Middle East 
If a lasting settlement of the Arab-tsraeli 
conflict Is not achieved. Even the limited 
but substantive territorial changes that Is- 
raeli leaders have so far demanded could 
not become the “secure and recognized" 
borders that Israel justly seeks. 

An Israeli enclave at sharm-el-Sheikh 
would never be recognized by Egyptian na- 


tionalists for long, even If the present Egyp- 
tian government could somehow be compelled 
to retreat from its demand for the recovery of 
all lost territories. Such an enclave, far re- 
moved from Israel proper, would be highly 
vulnerable to attack from Sinai or from 
across the Gulf of Suez, even if the Israelis 
could retain a substantial corridor on the 
Gulf of Aden. 

a better hope for peace In Sinai and secu- 
rity for shipping In the strait lies, as Sec- 
retary Rogers has argued, In the establish- 
ment of a United Nations presence at sharm 
el-Shelkh — and In Sinai— that could not be 
removed at whim and that included at least 
a token big-power presence to discourage any 
temptation to try to displace it by force. 

The best way to reduce soviet Influence 
and to promote American Interests In the 
area, to safeguard Israel's survival and to 
avert a big-power confrontation that would 
be disastrous for everyone la to press lot 
peace In accordance with the Security Coun- 
cil resolution of Nov. 22, 1937, backed by 
strong international guarantees. This is what 
Secretary Rogers has been trying to do. 

The apparent suspension of Ambassador 
Jarring’s peace efforts at the United Nations 
and reported military preparations In Egypt 
add urgency to the secretary of state's plea 
for congressional -support.

Perverting the Geneva Protocol 


Sen. Frank Church has chosen the lesser 
of two evils In proposing that the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee send back to 
the White House for “clarification" the 
Geneva protocol banning chemical and bio- 
logical weapons. 

To delay further In ratifying the protocol, 
which the United States sponsored at 
Geneva in 1925 — 45 years ago — and which 
other major powers have ratified, would be 
to perpetuate a national disgrace. 

But It would be even more disgraceful for 
the Senate to pervert the protocol by ratify- 
ing the document as the administration has 
presented it — with the “understanding” that 
it does not forbid the use of tear gas and 
herbicides. This interpretation is completely 
at odds with the views of the majority of 


nations as expressed in a resolution adopted 
by an 80-fco-3 vote of the United Nations 
General Assembly In 1969. 

The Federation of American Scientists has 
succinctly observed that the administration’s 
reservations on the Geneva protocol are 
“highly questionable legally, absurd political- 
ly. repugnant morally, and foolish strate- 
gical.” In attempting to justify the con- 
tinuing use of tear gas and herbicides In 
Vietnam, where these loathsome weapons 
appear to have had only, marginal military 
utility at best, the White House has invited 
the censure or the world. It has risked un- 
dermining the barrier against more lethal 
chemicals which American statesmen wisely 
sought to erect at Geneva after World War I 
had exposed the full horror of gas warfare.

In Czech Court 

Prchlik Found Guilty 
Of Assailing Red Pact 

PRAGUE. March 26 (Reuters). 
— Former Gen. Vaclav Prchlik, 
political commissar for the arm- 
ed forces during the period, of 
liberalism under Alexander 
Dubcek, was sentenced to three 
years' imprisonment today for 
criticizing the Warsaw Pact near- 
ly three years ago. 

The Ceteka news agency report- 
ed that Mr. Prchlik, who has 
since been reduced to the rank 
of private In the reserves, was 
convicted by the higher military 
court in Pribram, near Prague, 
of "frustrating and jeopardizing 
the activity of state agencies." 

Mr. Prchlik was the first lead- 
ing figure of the reform era to 
stand trial here for the events 
of 1968. The charges against him 
stated that at a press conference 
on July 15. 1968. he criticized 
the Warsaw Pact's Soviet-domi- 
nated command structure, even 
though he knew that this crit- 
icism would complicate an al- 
ready- tense situation. 

Top party and state officials 
have insisted that the govern- 
ment would not resort to trials 
of political opponents, but have 
said that the nation's laws will 
be enforced. 

They have used this argument 
to Justify the trial of a leading 
television commentator, who was 
convicted last month of slander, 
and the trial of 17 young radicals, 
who were convicted a week ago 
of subversion. 

Mr. Prchlik has been working 
as a floor-layer in Prague since 
his demotion.

Starts April 29

Gunmen Get 
$1.1 Million 
In London 

Armored Car 
Stopped for Toilet 

LONDON. March 36 lAPl. — 
Masked raiders with shotguns re- 
lieved an armored money truck 
of 51.2 million to caeh today 
while a security mao was ap- 
parently using a public toilet. 

It was the biggest cash haul 
to British crime since the com- 
mando-style Great Train Rob- 
bery Of 1963 when thieves grab- 
bed the equivalent of $7 million 
in used notes. 

The raiders pounced in the 
south London suburb of Croy- 
don while a yellow eight-ton 
truck of Security Express was 
parked at the roadside. 

5106,600 Left Behind 

In their haste to get away, the 
Five or six gunmen abandoned 
SI 00.090 In unwieldy coins. 

But they had their speedy red 
Jaguar limousine stuffed with 
28 sacks of banknotes of all 
denominations worth £458,240. 

“It certainly looks like a case 
of a man spending a penny and 
losing a fortune." said a detec- ■ 
live. Penny-spending is a Brit- 
ish euphemism for using .a public 
toilet. 

The security truck, loaded with 
money collected from banks in 
Brighton on England's south 
coast, was on its way to the 
Barclays Bank bullion center 
in London when the gang struck, 
soon after midday. 

The armored truck halted in a 
parking space. One of its four 
crew members got out. apparent- 
ly to use a nearby toilet. 

A maxoon-coiored truck swept 
up and ihe gangsters leaped out, 
shotguns at the ready. 

Wirn esses said they were 
dressed like “city gents." 

They brand islred their shotguns 
at tbe outside guard and ordered 
him to open up the money truck. 
Then the raiders bundled the 
green sacks of notes Into their 
getaway car and roared off, leav- 
ing tlie crew locked inside their 
vehicle. 

Suicide at Eiffel Tower 

PARIS. March 26 fAP). — A 29- 
year-old Frenchman climbed over 
the ten-foot wire barricade 
around toe third-floor landing of 
the Eiffel Tower today and 
plunged to his death. Since the 
tower was finished in 1889, 353 
persons have leaped to their 
death from it. But this was the 
first since June, 1968, when toe 
protective grille was installed. 


New Ulster Prime Minister 
Wins Initial Party Approval 


BELFAST, March 26 (Renters'!. 
—Northern Ireland's new prime 
minister, Brian Faulkner, today 
won his first critical test— leader- 
ship. of the province's ruling 
Unionist party. 

Delegates' to the party's execu- 
tive committee voted 192 to 70 
to give Mr. Faulkner, 50. toe past 
held by Maj. James Chichester- 
Glark, who resigned as prime 
minister last Saturday. 

But despite today's easy vic- 
tory. Mr. Faulkner is far from out 
of the woods with the Unionist 
party. 

On Monday, the full 900-mem- 
ber Unionist Council will meet to 
vote on a resolution calling for 
ctiffer measures to be taken by 
the government against Irish 
Republican Army gunmen. 

Further Tote Seen 

The council, many of whose 
members are on the right wing of 
the party, fo also expected to be 
asked to give a vote of confidence 
to Mr. Faulkner's government. 

Observers here said that they 
are not certain of the outcome of 
Monday's meeting but saw to- 
day's vote as bolstering Mr. 
Faulkner. 

They said that they doubted 
whether Maj. Chichester-Clark 
would have come out as well as 
Mr. Faulkner, an agile politician 
who was the youngest man ever 
to be elected to the Northern Ire- 
land Parliament. 

But Mr. Faulkner is committed 
to toe same policies as Maj. Chi- 
ch ester -Clark, who ■ quit after 
Protestant protests increased. 

In today’s vote. Mr. Faulkner 
was not opposed for the leader- 
ship. His arch-rival in the party. 
William Craig, a hardline former 
home affairs minister, said that 
he thought the party was as di- 
vided as ever. 

But Harry West, a rightist ap- 
pointed last night by Mr. Faulk- 
ner ss minister of agriculture, 
said that while he bad been con- 
cerned about the last govern- 
ment's policy, he felt things would 
be Implemented now in a dif- 
ferent way. 

At a press conference today. 
Mr. Faulkner defended Mr. West’s 
appointment and also that of a 
moderate non-Unionist Protestant 
as his minister of community 
relations, probably one of the 
toughest jobs in this troubled 
British province. 

Mr. Faulkner denied that his 
interests were sectarian and chal- 
lenged one questioner to produce 
a single example. 


Then he added. “What I am 
concerns. 1 about is that everybody 
in northern Ireland gets a fair 
crack of the whip." 

Mr. Faulkner's most pressing 
problem— security— was highlight- 
ed only minutes after he an- 
nounced his new cabinet lost 
night Two bombs exploded in 
the headquarters of the Unionist 

party in central Belfast. The 
blast was heard all over tbe city. 

Mr. Faulkner has made it his 
aim to improve security in North- 
ern Ireland. But few observers 
think he will go as far in his 
measures cs the right wing of his 
party demands. 

Observers say that such stem 
measures would be opposed by 
the British government and 
further alienate the province's 
Roman Catholic minority.

Jean-Louis Barrault’s 'Rabelais’ Loses, Gains in Translation 


By John Walker 


J^ONDON. March 26.— Jean- 
Louifi Barrault's "Rabelais’’ 


has lost a little of Its elegance 
In his English-language produc- 
tion that is now playing at the 
Roundhouse. Coarser it may be. 
but it is still full of the joys of 
living, a riotous, romping cele- 
bration that blasts all nay-say- 
lng prudes and prigs. 

Barrault has set out to re- 
create his original version, first 
seen In Paris three years ago. 
which had a brief season at the 
Old Vic in 1369. Michael Polna- 
r eft's gay music is the same and 
so are Matias's effective costumes 
and the shape of the stage — 
ramps in the form of a cross, 
dividing the auditorium and 
meeting in a small square stage 


in the center. Barrault has made 
a virtue of the necessity forced 
upon Aim when he first present- 
ed "Rabelais" in the wrestling 
ring of the Elyto e-Montmartre. 

The difference Is that here he 
directs- British actors in a trans- 
lation by Robert Baldlck. Mr. 
Baldick's version is somewhat 
dry. only occasionally reveling, as 
Rabelais did. in fantastical word- 
play. The actors tend to move 
stiffly, with inhibition. It is. I 
suppose, a national characteris- 
tic. Certainly some of the set- 
pieces. notably a storm at sea. 
lack fluidity and grace. The 
mime seems secondhand, a cor- 
rupted version of the original. 
Barrault himself is much missed 
—Gerald Harper is but a pale 
reflection In the role of the ora- 
tor.

What "Rabelais' 1 has gained is 
the sort of spontaneous and 
rumbustious gusto, near to the 
English music-hall tradition, that 
marked Joan Llttlewood’s pro- 
ductions. Indeed, the cast con- 
tains several familiar actors 
from her Theatre Workshop, in- 
cluding Bill Wallis as a splendid- 


ly chubby baby Gargantus, de- 
lighting in an anal-fixation. 
There are several good comic 
performances In this broad man- 
ner: Bernard Bresslaw. excels as 
Friar John, roaring, stomping, 
and raving down the narrow 
' arms of the stage. Panurge is 
played with ' great panache, as 
a Jewish confidence trickster, by 
Joe Mella. Ian Trigger is hilar- 
ious as the conquering King pi- 
crochole, who is Hitler reduced 
to a tiny, strutting absurdity. 

Barrault succeeds admirably 
in a difficult task. He uses mod- 
ern theatrical methods— strobe 
lighting, rock music, galvanic 
dancing — and yet maneges to 
convey not only Rabelais's time- 
less qualities but also a feeling 
for the 16th century. The struc- 
ture is strong enough to contain 
parodies of Robert Newton's Long 
John Silver, James Cagney, and 
Grouch o’ Marx, as well as ad-libs 
by the cast. Bill Wallis even 
managed to include, without 
damaging the play, the current 
protest slogan “kill the bill” (aim- 
ed at the government's current 
legislation to curb the trade 
unions'). 

The play combines with great 


cl e v e rnes s a commentary on 
Rabelais’s own adventures and 
battles together with those of 
his great creations, Gargantua 
and PantagrueL The two themes 
comes together most movingly at 
the end when Panurge— having 
received the oracle's message to 
drink deeply of life— ris. trans- 
formed into the dying Rabelais. 

Someone sitting next to me 
complained that the play lacked 
intellectual content. Barrault 
describes it as “a dramatic game" 
and he says more than enough 
by the use of dance and gesture 
and by his sense of festival. Some 
lines ftom a poem by EL EL Cum- 
mings. which begins “Since feel- 
ing is first,” kept running 
through my mind: 

“Wholly to be a fool 
While spring is in the world. 
My. blood approves." 

It Is fitting that Barrault 
should return to London to let 
us share In his exuberant crea- 
tion. for he finished writing “Ra- 
belais” here in April, 1968- What 
is ironic is that he should once 
again have become a target of 
the revolutionary young. At the 
first night, three members of the 


London Living Theatre stripped 

to protest. 

Since, then, they have petition- 
ed the audience, claiming that 
"Rabelais” is the latest example 
of “the theater of the bourgeoi- 
sie," and declaring “legitimate/ 
all acts of cultural and pacifist 
guerrilla against tbeRoundhouse.' 1 

Their reason is that the Round- 
house, was originally the home of 
Arnold Wesker's now-abandoned 
Centre 42, a theater for the peo- 
ple. The London Living Theatre. . 
also "challenges journalists to 
tell the truth" The truth is 
that they, so far, have been a.' 
totally self-regarding group and. 
under Centre 42, the Roundhouse 
was nearly always In darkness. 
F r om its beginning. In 196L until 
1968 there were two entertain- 
ments there, a Pete Seeger con- 
cert and an Allen Ginsberg poet- " 
ry reading. At least now, the 
theater is full each evening of 
people participating in enjoy- 
ment and, during the day. eat- 
ing and drinking in the snack 
bar. That may not be perfection* 
but It is progress.

late period. A Jean Fau trier, dated 1947, at 74,760 
francs, was expensive too. 

The sale was an unmitigated success. There were 
many buyers from abroad and the atmosphere 
in the salesroom was - excellent, from the auc- 
tioneer’s point of view, with many young Paris 
buyers of minm Thus the Pautrier was acquired 
by one of the Trigano (tourism and camping 
equipment) clan. 

However, the more expensive Max Ernst 
left for Switzerland and the Magritte went home 
to Belgium, confirming the chauvinistic tendencies 
of Belgian buyers. 

Up and Downs 

The significance of this sale lay in the fact that 
the market is not strong at the moment. Paris 
galleries aren’t selling that many pictures or at 
those prices made at the auction. In fact, modern 
art is in a difficult position and salesrooms are 
facing wild ups and downs in several fields. 

In explaining the success of this particular sale, 
with all due respect to Maurice Rhelms’s talent 
as . ah auctioneer, I think the reason is to be 
found in the criterion now being followed by buyers 
at auction. Anything that has a striking apd 
generally recognized identity sells well. Surrealism 
and expressionism are doing well because their 
imngp immediately rings a belL 
A sale of modem pictures held by the Ader- 
Plcard team at Galliera on March 17 bears out this 
explanation. The pictures that fetched big money 
at that sale were readily recognisable and identi- 
fiable as symbols. 

A pastel by Mary Cassatt (1844-1936), a symbol 
of American art, made 270,000 francs, a thumping 
price .far a third-rate portrait. A water color, 
heightened with gouache, by Gustave Moreau (1826- 
1896), a ’forerunner rtf surrealism, brought 204,560, 
a world record. An Alberto Giacometti, with fts 1 
strongly individualized style, reached. 199,600 francs. 
However, a superb picture by Bazflle went for a 
comparatively low price, 263,956 francs. The 
landscape was painted around 1865, a crucial period 
for Impressionism, by a painter whose stature has 
yet to be fully recognized. The price, moderate for 
a major work of art, is understandable if you con- 
sider that Badllle's name is less known than those 
of Monet or Renoir and that the landscape was 
subtle in color and feeling, a style which does 
not lend itself to instant recognition by most 
people. - 

In my' view, the two 'sales of modem pictures 
confirm on the highest financial level the tendency 
I outlined last week on a different category of art 
belonging to a lower price range. 

In other words, though the short-term trends 
are irregular, I think that a vastly changed market 
is likely to emerge when the present crisis Is' over. 


By Michael Gibson 
pARXS, March 26.— Is Henri Mi- 
chaux a great painter? In 
the presence of his work the 
question appears irrelevant— 
what is important is that he 
exists and that bis painting re- 
veals the wholly human miracle 
of art in a manner that is es- 
sentially his own. 

Much of our art tries to charm 
or persuade. It has prettiness, or 
force, or rhetorical craft and 
seeks to pry some form of assent 
from the viewer. Michaux has 
another way. His works are sim- 
ply there, like a face with open 
eyes, wordlessly communicating 
something that is between them 
and us. “You know and I know," 
their eyes tell us, and leave us 
tree to acknowledge it or to turn 
away. 

Michaux has said that will is 
the death of art, by which I take 
it that he means the will, the 
decision to express this or that 
—the will that builds water-locks 
between the visceral and the in- 
tellectual, the eye and the band, 
the self and the world, the act of 
decision (I will do this to achieve 
that)— sets the artist where he 
may not belong and where 
whatever he says runs the risk 
of being a reconstruction, a hypo- 
thetical fiction. 

Certainly Michaux's paintings 
are not the result of any such 
decision. The tidal currents of 
existence seem to flow in and 
out of him, bearing with them 
the meaningful and the absurd 
blended almost one into the other, 
and he sums up these encounters 
with all the breadth of what he 
knows and feels In the essential, 
unselectlve act of painting. 

Silent Places 

In doing so he reminds us that 
the point of encounter between 
art and life is in the silent places 
of the soul, that any true art in- 
volves the artist totally, not be- 
cause it is self-exhibition, but be- 
cause it springs from a vital 
necessity. 

The will does of course inter- 
vene In art— and fortunately so—' 
but indirectly. It is turned toward 
life, determining the artist's ethi- 
cal position which is the ground 
from which his work may grow. 
And this growth, in a truly crea- 
tive artist, is a matter of inner 
necessity so that the intervention 
of will at this stage may only 
serve to disguise the true nature 
of his decisions— or indeed his 
indecision— In regard -to life. 

Michaux consequently expresses 
no doctrine but an existence— his 
own, ours, the circumstances of 
life and what they mean to him 
and to us. His view is turned very 
much to an inner world that is 
familiar to all of us— the proof 
of it Is that these Indefinite forms, 
these flights and falls, pilgrim- 
ages, migrations and dissolutions 
are immediately intelligible with-

out commentary — beyond com- 
mentary. 

What is vulnerable, fearful, 
quelled and denied, those aspects 
of humanity that have no more 
defense than the mute awareness 
of their open eyes— not supplicant 
but objective — all this stands re- 
vealed in Michaux's art, without 
rhetoric or emphasis— quite to the 
contrary— but. simply as a state- 
ment of what is. And if it cannot 
be understood in its pure dignity, 
then it must consent to disappear. 

That is Michaux’s Importance 
today and for the' future.

WASHINGTON, March 26 
fWP).— Japan's textile producers 
are experiencing the same prob- 
lems that plague their American 
counterparts and the two in- 
dustries are forming joint ven- 
tures to ease their mutual plight. 

This is tlic picture drawn in a 
study by the UJS. Embassy in 
Tokyo. The study, obtained by 
The Washington Post, reports 
that the Japanese textile manu- 
facturers have become the vic- 
tims of soaring imports from 
Southeast Asia, falling profit 
margins, sleik export sales and 
production cutbacks. 

As a result, the Japanese In- 
dustry is cutting back on do- 
mestic investment, increasing its 
investment tor foreign plants in 
low-wage countries to the south, 
diversifying Into other fields, and 
actually going into limited part- 
nerships with U.S. companies, 
including the four largest in the 
field. 

Sudden Approval 
Two months ago, the Japanese 
Ministry of International Trade 
and Industry "quite suddenly” 
approved three such Joint ven- 
tures— Burlington Industries and 
Mitsubishi Rayon for producing 
tqfted carpet, JB. Stevens and 
Kanebo for glass fiber, and a 
subsidiary of M. Lowenstein & 


Sons and Asahi Chemical also 
for glass fiber. 

Since then, Unichlka has ap- 
proached the ministry for ap- 
proval of a glass fiber venture 
with United Merchants «Sr Manu- 
facturers and ten more DS. man- 
ufacturers have talked to Japa- 
nese trading companies about 
possible ventures or licensing ar- 
rangements. 

Burlington, Stevens. United 
Merchants and Lowenstein are 
the four biggest UJ3. textile man- 
ufacturers, In that order. 

Japanese textile troubles and 
the abrupt turn toward joint ven- 
tures puts a new face an the 
controversy over mounting Japa- 
nese exports to the United States. 

Embassy Report 

The embassy report observes: 

"By means of joint business 
ventures, the UB. and Japanese 
Industry leaders may find them- 
selves increasingly cooperating... 
to fend off challenges to their 
markets from the developing 
countries. Should these initial 
joint ventures prove successful, 
joint operations in third coun- 
tries would be likely to foUow.”

U.S. Treasury Denies Reports 
Of $500 Million Gold Sale to Bonn 

WASHINGTON. March 26 (Reuters).— A senior Treasury 
official today denied press reports that West. German authorities 
have repurchased from the United States the $500 million in 
gold It sold In the wake of the 1969 revaluation of the deutsche 
mark. 

"There has been no such transaction, nor has any formal 
request for such a transaction been received here," he said. 

The official said he was not in a position to know whether 
there had been any informal discussions or agreement on this 
subject between Under Secretary for Monetary Affairs Paul 
Volcker and Bundesbank director Otmar Ermninger at the Paris 
monetary meetings earlier this week. 

Mr. Volcker has not yet returned to the United States. 


Japan 7 s Groivth Rate Slips; 
Markets Attract Foreigners 


TOKYO. March 26 (AP-DJ > 
Economic Planning Agency direc- 
tor-general Ichiro Sato said today 
he believes Japan's economic 
growth rate dropped to a 7 per- 
cent annual rate at one point In 
the 1971 first quarter.

Non-Residents Buy Bonds 

TOKYO, March 26 (Reuters).—

These amounts, while not huge, 
seemed to lend some support to 
the view that policy is directed 
toward bringing long-term In- 
terest rates down while propping 
up short-term rates. 

Reserves are frequently inject- 
ed into the banking system by 
the purchase of Treasury bills, 
but such purchases amounted to 
only $41 JB million in the latest 
period. 

An official familiar with Fed 
thinking disputed contentions 
that a full-scale ‘Twist” opera- 
tion was under way in order to 
narrow the historically wide 
spread between long and short 
rates and to stem the outflow of 
investment funds from the Unit- 
ed States. 

Payments Problems 

Although the Fed official In- 
dicated that the balance- of -pay- 
ments deterioration as a result 
of low short-term rates was only 
a secondary consideration, this 
situation worsened again in the 
latest week. 

Fed holdings of government 
securities on behalf of foreign 
central banks climbed $214 million 
to $14.92 billion.

Budget Deficit Groicing in U.S. 

President Nixon’s budget for the fiscal year 
ending June 30 has thus far rung up a deficit 
of $19.38 billion, according to Treasury Depart- 
ment figures. The present deficit, through the 
first eight months of the year, is more than 
double tbe $8.15 billion of Ted ink seen in the 
corresponding period last year. April and June 
usually are the best months for federal revenue 
collectors, however. Last year tbe deficit was 
trimmed by $5.3 billion during the final four 
months of the fiscal year. In February, the gov- 
ernment rang up a SI .4 billion deficit, the seventh 
thus far this year. For the first eight months, 
the government has taken in $118.4 billion and 
spent $137.6 billion, a Treasury report said.

Sonics Pay Fine of $200,000 
To NBA and Keep Haywood 


NEW YORK. March 26 (NYTi. 
— An out-of-court settlement cf 
the Spencer Haywood case, leav- 
ing the basketball star the prop- 
erty of the Seattle Supersonics os 
far as the National Basketball 
Association is concerned, was an- 
nounced today by Walter Ken- 
nedy, commissioner of the NBA. 

This agreement, killing an anti- 
trust suit brought by the player 
and Seattle against the NBA in 
federal court in Los Angeles, re- 
moves a major obstacle to com- 
pletion of a merger agreement 
between the NBA and the Ameri- 
can Basketball Association. 

The main remaining obstacle Is 
the opposition of the members of 
the NBA players association. They 
got a court order last spring that 
prevents the leagues from carry- 
ing out any kind cf merger but 
does allow them to submit such 
plans to Congress, which con pass 
legislation permitting an excep- 
tion to the anti-trust laws. 

Another suit, in which Denver 
of the ABA is suing Haywood for 
breach of contract, is not affect- 
ed by the NBA settlement. That 
trial is continuing in front of 
Judge Warren Ferguson, the same 
judge who had the NBA case be- 
fore him. 

Jumped to Seattle 

Haywood, an Olympic star in 
1968, played with Denver last 
year and led the ABA in scoring. 
This year he jumped to Seattle, 
but the NBA refused to grant 
him eligibility because he had not 
yet gone through an NBA draft, 
which includes only players whose 
entering college class is graduat- 
ing. 

This refusal triggered the anti- 
trust suit, and Haywood actually 
played in 33 games between Dec. 
30 and the end of the season

“I don't see no retirement in 
sight." he reiterated, "but I 
won't fight until next year.” '

IOC Rule 

Published 

Adoption Hinges 
On Postal Vote 

LAUSANNE. Switzerland. 
March 26 CAP).— A stringent new- 
draft rule designed to tighten 
protection of the amateur code 
In the Olympic Games was made 
public today by the International 
Olympic Committee. 

A key clause in the proposed 
new rule would bar from the 
Olympics any athlete who has 
“dliectly or indirectly allowed his 
name, his photograph or his 
sports performance to be used 
Individually for advertising pur- 
poses." 

The eligibility rule was unan- 
imously approved by tbe nine- 
man executive board of the com- 
mittee earlier this month. To be- 
come effective it must be ap- 
proved by a two- thirds majority 
* of - the -committees' 74 members. 
They are to vote on -the matter 
by lmtii April 15. 

- The issue was forced by IOC 
president Avery Brimdage's de- 

- rannri that tr*n top Alpine skiers 
be disqualified from the Sopporo 
Winter Games next year for tak- 

. ing part In a commercial camp 
last summer at Mammoth Moun- 
tain, Calif. 

A prime change proposed by 
the executive board envisages 
that to be eligible a competitor 
“must comply with, his (inter- 
nation) federation's directives and 
those issued by the International 
Olympic Committee" The code 
now in force requires athletes 
only to comply with, their inter- 
national federation rules, which 
sometimes are less rigid. 

The IOC directives proposed to 
be part of the future eligibility 
rule were listed as follows: - 

• “He (the competitor) must 
not have directly or indirectly al- 
lowed hfa name, hia photograph 
or his sports performance to be 
used individually for advertising 
purposes. 

.•#• “He may not write or sign 
any publication or allow any to 
be signed on. his behalf, near may 
he appear on radio .or television 
during tbe Olympie Games in 
which he fs participating with- 
out the permission of Ids chef 
de mission. 

• “Any advertising resulting 
from any equipment contracts by 
national federations shall be 
strictly controlled by the inter- 
national federations, And copies 
of such contracts shall be lodged 
with and approved by the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee.'* 

- A. spokesman at the IOC 
secretariat here said that numer- 
ous national committees have al- 
ready sent in their votes, she 
declined any further comment. 

Earlier this year, Brandage 
criticized - the International Ski 
Federation (FIS) which he 
claim s “has: lost control of its 
sport, which is . now completely 
commercialized."

It has .to do with the 
white expansion of commerce ■ into the 
West with one of the : consequences being 
the destruction of -the Indian and the 
whole Indian culture." 


No Pattern 


Despite their timeliness. Arthur Penn's 
pictures follow no orderly pattern. “It 
shows the poor state of my mind, they 
just pop in. ‘Alice's Restaurant* started 
with the record, ‘Little Big Man* started 
In a bookstore by accident. Sometimes.” 
he added, “it starts by being offered jobs. 
It's never, there's a terrific story, now let’s 
make it relevant. That seems part of the 
development of the idea, it seems to have 
resonances In other areas. 


*Tt's hard to avoid esoterica like ‘reso- 
nance' and ‘relevance.’" he said, slightly 
abashed. "There's a lot that’s pure gut: 
it feels right. The intellectual attributes 
come later.” 


When Mr. Penn mentioned the word "ge- 
nocide" to his "Little Big Man” backers, they 
smiled benignly, he says. Money men may 
be startled by his films— "Bonnie and 
Clyde” was shamefully treated at the Oscar 
handouts — but they, truly admire him for 
making so much money with "Bonnie and 
Clyde.” 

“There's nothing like a nice big success 
to change people's attitudes, and mine,” 
Mr. Penn says. He was rather startled 
to be treated as. a lover of violence after 
“Bonnie and Clyde" and was ill at ease 
during the long period when people want- 
ed. with Insane irrelevance, to . discuss 
violence in films . 

"There was a scholarly treatise saying 
the expression of violence In The Wild 
Bunch' was superior to the expression of 
violence in ‘Bonnie and Clyde.'” he says. 
T was reluctant to point out that it 
wasn’t the point at alL” 

Although Arthur Penn is often thought 
of as a stage director who turned to films, 
in fact he went to Hollywood from tele- 
vision and only directed his first Broad- 
day play. ‘Two for the Seesaw." after 
Ills first film. He followed that with "The 
Miracle Worker' ' and "An Evening with 
Mike Nichols and Elaine May." Recently 
he aided Elaine May in her fight with 
Paramount, which she accused of radically 
changing her first film. 

There has to be a sense that the final 
film will be as conceived by the people 
involved. Arthur Penn argues. Studio in- 
terference is a leftover from the old days 
of interchangeability. "If one director got 
sick, you fed another one a carrot and he 
walked out and made a movie.”

Stockbridge, Mass., whose residents range 
from Norman Rockwell to Alice's Restau- 
rant. Mr. Penn directs a summer theater 
there which he claims is characterized by 
a high level of Intention and a low level 
of achievement. He misses the theater— 
“there's something cleansing about work- 
ing on pure text"— but likes what he con- 
siders the unique quality of films: “They 
can indicate a contradiction between what 
people say and do in a way That's tmpo&- 
sible in the .theater.” 


When Mr. Penn's "Left-Handed Gun" 
came out in 1958, it was described in terms 
alarming in those, or any. days: it was 
said to be a Freudian Western. Tt was 
called too psychological." Mr. Penn says. 
"I don't know what degree is too.' " Widely 
admired in France, it was reconsidered In 
the United States and won Mr. Penn a 
place on "Ten Best First Film” listings. 

“Little Big Man." which will be released 
next month in Europe, has been described 


Bom in Philadelphia. Arthur Penn Is 
the son of a watchmaker (he tried watch- 
making briefly himself) and the brother 
of photographer Irving Penn. He first 
became involved- in the theater during 
World War II when he Joined an Army 
show company organized by Josh Logan 
that Included Hugh Martin, Paddy Chayev- 
sky and Mickey Rooney. 

He lives in New York and spends sum- 
mers in the interesting community of 


Faye Dunaway, who has worked with Mr. 
Penn in "Bonnie and Clyde" and “Little 
Big Man,” speaks admiringly of his organ- 
ized chaos. T think she means there's 
very little ‘Now you do this.' ” Mr. Penn 
says. “I do try to create accidents of 
event." 

He works diligently as one might expect 
on editing his films— "Dede Teditor Dede 
Allen] and I go into a state of contem- 
plation. She's about as compulsive as I 
am. and that's compulsive.” He also trou- 
bles over things most directors ignore: He 
is in Europe to check the dubbing of the 
French and Italian versions of “Little Big 
Man"— “they have a tendency to slip Into a 
sort of generalized language.” he says, 
"so every film sounds like every other 
f ilm. ” 


On the set. Arthur Penn says he is less 
compulsive — “there is something sublime 
about a movie set”— but he does not feel 
he Is a different- man on and off: “The 
things that concern you off the set in- 
terest you on.” he says. “Perforce one Is 
a creature of this world.” 


Having suffered . and; smiled 
through some 15 years of Joe
